Xocal  Secretaries. 

HEN  ten  or  more  members  of  this  Society  shall  be  resident 
in  a  city  or  town  of  the  State  of  California,  one  of  their 
number  may  be  appointed  Local  Secretary  by  the  Council,  to  hold 
office  for  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  be  duly  appointed.  Sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Council,  a  Local  Secretary  may,  in  con- 
junction with  the  members  locally  resident,  organize  a  Chapter  of 
this  Society  ;  arrange  local  commemorations  of  men  and  events  of 
Colonial  history  ;  hold  annual  and  special  meetings  and  elect  such 
local  officers  as  may  be  desired  ;  provided,  however,  that  all  reports 
and  recommendations  from  said  Local  Chapter  to  this  Society  shall 
be  made  through  said  Local  Secretary.

The  following  amendment  to  Article  VI  was  adopted  by  the 
Fourth  General  Court,  viz  : 

At  the  Election  of  1S98,  three  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  three  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and 
three  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  election,  three 
Gentlemen  of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.
